_As Soaring 


The Monetary Times gives more 
complete information regarding 
the large Alberta mining deal re- 
ferred to last week. Under a 
Moutreal date line it_publishes the 
following: 

A flurry in the stock of the Hill- 
crest Collieries has taken place at 
the same time as the announce 
ment of the formation of a com- 
pany called the Canadian Coal & 
Coke Company, the authorized 
capital of which is $15,000,000. 
This concern is taking over four 
coal properties in Alberta which 
were formed during the past few 
years, . These. companies were: 
The Western Coa] and Coke Com- 
pany, situated near Pincher Creek, 
Alta., about six miles south of the 
Crow’s Nest Pass line of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway.” The com- 
pany has an authorized capital of 
$200,000 preference six per cent. 
shares, of which $131,580. was 
issued, ,and $2,300000 common 
stock, of which $1,968,050 was 
issued’ In addition to this, $1,- 
000,000 bonds, sixes, were author- 
ized and $600,000 were issued.

Importance of Ventilation.

Dry 
ness of the air sbould be avoided by 
supplying moisture. A pan of water 
placed on the stove or cloths satu 
rated with water and placed near radi 
ators will answer the purpose if 
there is no furnace witb a water reser- 
voir attached. 

Avoid dust and dampness in the 
house. 

Avoid heavy upholstery, curtain 
hangings, carpets, etc.. which only 
serve to guther dust and germs 
Stained or polished floora, rugs and 
light washable curtains are far more 
bealthful. 


Toilet of Nose and Throat. 
Great cuution must be exercised in 
interfering with the natural process- 
es in the none. Frequent douching 


ng witb antiseptic solutions 
is often very irritating and injurious. 
In some old standing cases of catarrh 
the nasal douche is necessary, but its 
use should be directed by a physician. 
The careless use of the douche may 
lead to infection of the ear. When a 
cleansing spray or douche is neces- 
sary, the following should be employ- 
ed in preference to strong aulixeptic 
solutions or advertised catarrh cures: 
To a pint of warm water aad one 
teaspoonful of a powder composed of 
equal parts of sodium bicarbonate, so- 
dium biborate and sodium chloride. 
This may be used warm in an ato 
mizer when the nose is dry and crus- 
ty or clogged with soot and dust. 


In blowing the nose, especially after |- 


a douche or spray has been used, close 
one nostril and blow with moderate 
force through the other.’ The usual 
metod of partially closing both nostrils 
and forcibly biowing often causes in- 
fectious matter to be blown into the 
ears. After using a nasal douche ex- 
posure to the open air should be avoid- 
ed for at least balf an hour, as, the 
nose has been deprived of its protec- 
tive mucus and time is necessary for 
the mucns to reform. If an oil spray 
in used following the douche this pre 
ceution is not necessary. 

When the nostrils are irritated or 
inflamed from discharges, and especial- 
ly if there is any ulceration, the ordi- 
vary official ointment of the yellow 
oxide of mercury is an excellent prep- 
aration for use. It may be diluted with 
an equal part of vaseline. This prep- 
aration is cheaper and safer than ad- 
vertised salves or 

Absorption of poisonous matter from 
the intestines, due to constipation, is a 
frequent cause of nasal congestion. 

* Care of the bowels is extremely impor 
tant as a preventive measure. 
Treatment of a Cold. 

The possibilities in a common ‘cold 
are such that the wisest course is to 
call a physician and be regularly treat- 
ed. Quack remedies are dangerous. Re 
member that the brain ts in close re 
lationship with the nose and its acces- 
sory cavities and that infammation : 
and infection of these cavities, if not 


recognized in time, may lead to abscess, 
“Cold cures” often mask the symptoms 
without curing the disease. Heavy 
doses of whisky and quinine often do 
niore harm than good.

The First Encyclopaedist. 

Enclyclopaedias are an English in- 
vention. hasten to add that they 
owe a great deal to their early and 
later development to Scottish brains. 
The earliest true encyclopaedia was 
published in the second year of Queen 
Anne. John Harris, the “onlie beget- 
ter’ of this remarkable work, was 
born in the year of the great fire of 
London, and Shropshire  piously 
claims that he was a Shropshire lad. 
He passed through Oxford two the 
vicarage of Ickleham, Sussex, to 
which he added the care of Winchel- 
sea parish. London preferments fol- 
lowed, and Fellowship of the Royal 
Society, and a good deal: of London 
religious controversy. For the rest, 
we knowthat Harris lived in mathe- 
matics at the Marine Coffee House, in 
Birchin Lane. The Marine Coffee 
House has not been much noticed by 
London topographers, but Mr. H. B. 
Wheatley has unearthed a curious ad- 
vertisement proclimieg that water- 
hag was to had there every morn- 
ng from six to eleven o’clock. The 
announcement proceeds: “’Tis not 
yet generally known; but there comes 
such company as drinks usually four 
or five gallons in a morning.” A seven- 
teenth century coffee house that pro- 
vided water-gruel at sunrise, and al- 
gebra at, sunset, .must be regarded as 
he lineal ancestor of Mr. Eustace 
Miles’ vegetarian tabernacle, Harris 
was, doubtless, paid a modest fee for 
these lectures, which were instituted 
“for the public good" by Sir Charles 
Cox, M,P. He seems to have had a 
wide acquaintance among men of 
learning, and a good deal of employ- 
ment from the booksellers.

the most skillful swordsman in the 
army, though his comrades did not 
realize the. fact. He brought with him 
a bundle of swords of different kinds, 
and one of the sergeants, anxiou: to 
teach the newcomer a lesson, chal- 
lenged him to a bout. The sergeant, 
who had a reputation as a man-at- 
arms, chose the bayonet against the 
young ensign’s sword, but was: easily 
worsted, and the result was the same 
when the weapons were changed. 
After this feat the young officer was 
invited to form a fencing class for the 
officers and non-commissioned officers, 
and the Svorasanttoy of the regiment 
was greatly improved. He continued 
this work in the other regiments in 
which he afterwards served—the 7th 
Hussars, and the King’s Dragoon 
Guards—and throughout his career he 
was a strong advocate of better 
swordsmanship in the army. He was 
one of the first, too, to rajse bayonet- 
fighting to the dignity of a science. 
No man of his time knew more of 
swordsmanship, and his books on the 
subject, “Cold Steel,” ‘Fixed Bayo- 
and “The Swordsman” are 
classics, full of technical knowledge, 
and at the same time as delightfu. as 
are the books of the late Captain Sir 
Richard Burton on similar subjects. 
In appearance Captain Hutton was 
a sixteenth century cavalier. His 
long, straight nose, short curled mous- 
tache, and slight peaked beard gave 
him a mediaeval, knightly appear- 
ance. b.. was seventy years old. 


An Interesting Experiment. 
The following is an interesting ex- 
riment, which .consists in placing 
ve fluids on the top of one another in 
the order of their density without al- 
lowing them to mix. It is best to 
show this experiment after dinner 
when coffee is being served. You wiil 
then have all the liquids necessary 
at your command. A tall, thin glass 
is the first requisite. At the bottom 
of this glass pour in a little cold sweet 
coffee. Then make a cone of paper, 
whose point is turned at a right angle, 
and cut off the point so as to make 
an opening no larger than a quarter 
of a dollar. Pour gently in a little 
cold water, which will escape by the 
limb of you funnel, impinge on the 
side of the glass und take its due 
place on the surface of the coffee. 
aves inc owhen the heig # th 
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water equals that of the coffee. 
Through a second cone you pour a 
layer of strougly colored wine, port if 
possible, through a third a layer of 
salad oil and through a fourth alcohol 
that is on the table for boiling your 
coffee. If carefully don? each layer 
will swim upon the under fluid, and 
the whole will present a g.ass of 
brown, white. red, yellow and white 
layers of liquid. 


Connaught In Africa. 

Here is a pleasing little picture, 
furnished by a correspondent who ac- 
companied the royal party: The 
tour of the Duke of Connaught 
through South Africa, has assumed the 
character of a triumphal progress. At 
every tiny station in the vast expanse 
of the brown Karroo there was a 
gathering of farmers, many of whom 
had driven twenty and thirty miles 
in wagons drawn by twelve or four- 
teen mules or oxen. British and Dutch 
were equally eager to see the duke 
and duchess, and the duke sent them 
away proud and pleased and brim- 
ming over with loyalty after chatting 
with them, showing his interest in 
their affairs, shaking hands all round, 
and finally waving farewell from the 
window as the train moved on. Na- 
tives, in a great state of excitement, 
chanted wild songs of welcome.

When I ar- 
gued with the farmer about this, he 
said that he had to get up early that 
way to feed the stock, and, although, 
I claimed that the stock didn’t want 
to be fed so early, unless where they 
had had the habit forced on them by 
their owner, he took refuge in the re- 
ply that he fed his stock no earlier 
than his neighbors. 

While he was out at the stable, his 
wife arose in the dark and prepared 
his breakfast, and the whole family 
was astir long before the sun. The 
man had gone to town with a load 
of stove-wood, but there was no sup- 
ply for his own house.

CHRISTMAS DISAPPEARANCES.
